WASHINGTON, August 11.—The cx- 


>ected did not happen in the senate to- 
lay. Twenty-four hours gave the Demo- j 
irats time to consider their policy and 
>laus to such an extent that they were 
eady to take action upon the Hill reso- 
tition, which caused the parliamentary 
jattlo of yesterday. The final vote on 
Cockrill'a motion to co" into executive 
ession showed that the Democrats were 
;oing to mako one more effort to put 
rbemselves together. The proposition 


>f Senator Turpie, that the present con- 
crees should resign and others be ap- 
lointcd, indicated a desire which has 
teen known to exist 
among many 


)emocratiu senators that a conference 
lioukl be appointed which would make 
disenable concessions to tho house, 
agree upon a compromise more secure 
and report to the senate and let Ibe sen- 
ate pass upon it. 


The most interesting feature of the 


day was the vote upon going into ex- 
ecutive session to stave off consideration 
of the Hill resolution. Yesterday it 
was shown that there was a majority of 
eleven in favor of continuing the discus- 
sion nnd hearing the details of tlio tar ill' 
differences. Today the vote was a tie, 
the vico president's deciding vote being 
with his party. Senator Ktewarl, whose 
refusal to vote on three successive mo- 
,ioiiB ten days ago, imusixl a tiu today 
igain by abstaining from voting. An- 
other important feature of tbo affair 
was a telegram from Senator Irby,which 
iluced him in line witli his Democratic 
rolleagues in favor of the tariff bill.

Democrat and Populist Discuss the 


Initiative nn Referendum, 


omul HKI-UIIIJCAN:—The Wnsl 1'ark 


school was tilled to overflowing last 


ninu with a wide awake audience, 


thai assembled in the interest of the 
Farmers' Alliance. A. Jl. Jordan, pres- 
:h>nt of Ihe neUilihorhonii sub-Alliance, 
spoke a pleasant, welcome to the largo 
com puny, and frankly declared that ho 
inid a pill to administer in the shape of 
l sober presentation of a wuiglny sub- 
led, though it was generally coated with 
sugar, by thu lighter entertainment pro- 
viili'il and thu ice-cream, etc., to follow. 


"\Vo have convened," hti said, "as 


iriemlH of thu Farmers' Alliance, whose 
members belong to many political par- 
tius, but are wholly indunoiiduut of 
them, as Alliance men. This is not a 
candidates' meeting, but one-lo furl.lie 
the interests of thu farmers." 


Ileuxplained clearly how thu farm- 


er's occupation kept him away from the 
haunts of thu poliiicians, who nnidu the 
jaws in their own interests and to the 
injury of the farmers, who are ignorant 
ol the things they need for protection 
and prosperity. Tho Alliance is an 
educational agency. It teaches three 
things—knowledge, action, union. 


Tim particular subject cluiaen for the 


evening's discussion was the initiative 
and referendum. 
The discussion was 


opened by (Jeorge K. Church, Demo- 
crat. His address was scholarly, deal- 
ing with the gradual changing condi- 
tions ol the country in the pH8t thirty or 
forty years. Had the men who were 
thrown out of employment by the in- 
ventions of late years received the prod- 
uct of those inventions it would have 
been well, but tbo result shows that un- 
doubtedly there is something wrong. It 
is greatly to the credit of the Farmers' 
Alliance that they aro trying to think 
out a means of bringing about an equal 
distribution of the products of 
the 


earth. 


Inevitably the matter of referring the 


legislation to the people ia a necessary 
corollary to the principle of popular 
representation. 


J, W. Traber, Populist, followed in 


an extremely keen, witty and forcible 
argument in favor of the "inialivi: and 
referendum" method. 
Ho expressed 


his surprise in linding that ho was as 
much of a Democrat as Judge Church's 
exposition ol his own views proved him 
to uc. He ditln't want to lie a Democrat, 
but plainly he couldn't help it, llu re- 
ferred 
to tbu pretty picture Judge 


Church had drawn of the pastorial 
times of hie youth which the speaker 
could verify from his own memory, 
which extended over the same period. 
But those times are gone forever. We 
can no longer go west and find a farm, 
wo are as far out as we can get. 
There 


is no more land herf; for the poor man. 
lie must roll up his blankets and join 
Coxey's army in its march to Washing- 
ton.

prevalent. Consumption, by the way, 
in almost unknown in pinu forest re- 
uioiie, and the sections in which these 
pines have been spared sire fuvonte 
health resorts lor those suffering from 
the malady. 


But the commercial evils ransed by 


the destruction of forests are quite as 
potent and demonstrable as those whuili 
affect the health of community. Ihe 
EIIOWH of the Sierra, by their mellinn, 
supply u considerable portion of the 
water in the streams, but the destruc- 
tion of the forests turns a blusaini; into 
a curae. 
lielow the snow line the 


rainy lumber belt begins. Trees offer 
innumerable obstacles to the running 
off of rain. Their foliage not only con- 
denses, the, general moisture, but it ol>- 
Btructs the" force of the rainfall, and 
when this rcm-hea the ground it is im- 
peded by the fallen twijjs and leavcE, 
and the "humus" or vefjeiabii; HOII liuula 
this moiBture like a upoimi*. The roots 
form channels into the lower soil so that 
the water Hows out elowly ami seasona- 
bly, instead of gullying out the land 
and rushing in unprofitable torrents to 
the nea. To sum up the situation the 
outflow of water from a wooded water- 
shed is gradual and perennial; from a 
watershed denuded of trees it is tor- 
rential, destructive and wasteful. 
Pre- 


cisely ae the elopes are stripped of tim- 
ber, the streams below are cither raying 
torrents, bank full, or dry during a 
creatpartof the year. The forests act 
as natural reservoirs. The evidence ot 
this is very clear in the Santa Clara, 
San Gabrial, Tcjnnga and other rivers 
of Southern California, in which floods 
are frequent, while the bed is dry al 
seasons when even in mission times 
these streams were perennially flowing 
with clear water. 


Even if there were no other argu 


ment, the irrigation question has its 
clear claim to consideration. Water is 
Titally essential and a price is eet on its 
UBG. The value, according to inexorable 
Joijic, muet increase with the popula- 
tion, eo that it is essential in the high- 
est degree that the present capacity of 
the mountain water-sheds be preserved, 
and sufficient at least of the forests 
maintained to retard the melting snow 
and the deliver} of rainfall, BO that the 
springe and streams shall be maintained 
without torrents Iwing formed. 


Tlie argument fortfce preservation, or 
at all events conservative handling of 
the pine and relwood forests of Kresno 
county, is the more urgently called for, 
because the rapid exhaustion of forests 
in the Uniteil States indicates clearly 
that there will soon he a raid on the 
lumber forests of California, far m ex- 
cess of anything now existing or even 
dreamed nf. It is no exoneration to 
say tlmt if this era of destruction were 
inaugurated, 
tlio 
very exigence of 


Fresno as a healthful, populous city 
might be threatened, and tlie surround- 
ing country become as did the Roman 
Cainpagna.
